1. PLEASE INFORM RASMUSSEN THAT EMBASSY WILL BE PLEASED TO 
ASSIST WITH ARRANGEMENTS FOR EXHIBITING MOMA PRINT SHOW IN 
INDIAN CITIES. 

2. USIS HAS CONSULTED SECRETARY, INDIAN COUNCIL FOR CULTURAL 
RELATIONS (ICCR) AND HEAD OF NATIONAL GALLERY OF MODERN ART IN 
NEW DELHI, L. SIHARE. ICCR IS VERY INTERESTED IN SHOW AND HAS AGREED 
IN PRINCIPLE TO SPONSORING, WITH USIS, ITS TOUR OF INDIA. 

ICCR WILL SHARE EXPENSES WITH USIS FOR COSTS WHICH LOCAL 
GALLERIES IN EACH CITY CANNOT DRFRAY. SIHARE IS ALSO VERY INTERESTED 
AND FIRST SHOWING WILL PROBABLY BE AT NATIONAL GALT. FRY.
